Wheufas mi emu/etiev has , trisen which makes it necessary temporarily 
to amend the Negotiable I nation cuts Act, 1881 (XXVI of 1881), and the Indian 
Limitation Act. lyoy (IX ui 1908), for the purpose hereinafter appearing; 

Now, therefore, in ewreise of the powers conferred In section 4‘2 of the 
Government ot Ind a Aid 19.85 (26 (ieo 5, c 2), as adapted bv India (Provi- 
sional t’ousLitulion) Oidei 1947, the Govi mor-Gcnera) is pleased to make and 
promulgate the following Ordinance: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (7) This Ordinance may lie oalled the 
Negotiable Instruments Act and the Indian Limitation Act (Temporary Amend- 
ment.) Ordinance, 1947. 

(9) It shall come into fon e at once 

2. Amendment of the Negotiable Instruments Act, 1881.— After section 75A 
of the Negotiable Instrument- \el 1881, (he following section shall be inserted, 
namely . — ■ 

‘ ‘ 75 B Presenthu nl of mgotiahh instruments in riot mean unneces- 
sary --(I) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or in any other 
law for the time heiug m force, no presentment tor acceptance or payment 
ot a negotiable instrument- shall la necessary, and the instrument shall be 
deemed to be dishonoured at the due date for presentment if it ib not 
possible for the holder thereof, being a hank, to present the instrument for 
acceptance or payment on account of the prevalence of riot or other dis- 
turbances in the area in which such presentment is to be made 

(2) K\i) I mk winch in its inv negotiable instrument as dishonoured 
under sub-section' (7) shall send to the Deserve Bank of India a return 
signed by two responsible officers ot I he hank in such form and manner as 
mnv be prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India 

Explaunt ion — For the purpose oi this section a bank shall include a 
coinpum oi sitnni ifiou i irpouted bv or under any law in force in any 
place i i oi unrs’di (lie Pi nice- uf Ind a which tiatisncts {he business of 
banking in im of Ihe Provinces of India ” 
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3. Amendment of the Indian Limitation Act, 1908. — Alter section 5 of the 
Indian Limitation Act, 1908, the following section shall be inserted, namely: — 
k ‘SA. Et tension of peiiod in case* of iiotn . — Any suit which could not 
be instituted on and after the 1st clay of August 1947 or cannot he instituted 
after the coming inlo fon-e of this Ordinance within the period of limitation 
on account of the prevalence of riots or oilier disturbances Sony be admitted 
after ihe period of limilntion prescribed therefor when the plaintiff satisfies 
the Court that he was unable to institute the suit within such period owing 
to the prevalence of riots or other disturbances."
